v aried natures, fro m the mo st delicate 
to o nes o f mino r impo rtance, calcu­ 
lated to impro v e the mental and mo ral 
: co nditio n o f the patients. 
There were two o peratio ns o n brains, 
three o n ey es and two mino r o peratio ns 
fo r nerv o usness, and all, it is believ ed, 
will be successful. 
The children are but a few o f the 
number ex amined by Dr. L. C. Wessel® i 
and Dr. A. C. Butcher, detailed to the 
task by Directo r Co plin, and a number 
o f similar o peratio ns will be perfo rmed 
within a sho rt time with the same pur­ 
po se in v iew. Thus far o nly tho se chil­ 
dren hav e been ex amined who are In 
the tempo rary custo dy o f the so ciety . 
Where such children are fo und by the 
ex amining phy sicians to be apparently 
destined to a criminal career thro ugh 
so me phy sical defect the parents o f the 
children are co nsulted, and if permis j 
sio n is o btained the o peratio n is per-! 
fo rmed. The o btaining o f the parental 
j 
co nsent is co mpulso ry under the law. 
j 
Fo r o v er two weeks the ex aminatio ns 
hav e been go ing o n, the mo st minute 
inquiries being made by the ex amining 
phy sicians into the past histo ry o f tht 
children and their parents, as well as 
questio ns bearing upo n their present 
health and co nditio n. 
As a result a 
campaign against crimino lo gy has been 
institute« ! by the so ciety which med­ 
ical ex perts believ e will be o f im­ 
mense v alue in suppressing tendencies 
fo r ev il in the children bro ught into 
the Jurisdictio n o f the juv enile co urt, 
and the phy sicians interested in the 
idea believ e that in many o ases the en­ 
tire future o f the little patients will be 
altered fo r the better as a result o f the 
o peratio ns they are perfo rming. 
The to tal number o f children ex am­ 
ined Is 14 7 . 
Abo ut 5 0 per cent hav e 
been fo und to be suffering fro m refrac­ 
tio n o f the ey es. 
Glasses hav e been 
o rdered fo r all these, and, wherev er 
po ssible, the parents „hav e been re- 
« luired to meet the co st o f the glasses, 
but where they are unable to do so 
the so ciety furnishes them. 
Dr. Alfred Go rdo n, o ne o f the o perat­ 
ing surgeo ns, repo rts that he has dis­ 
co v ered a surprisingly large number 
o f cases o f feeble mindedness amo ng 
children suppo sed to be the v ictims o f 
cruelty , who are really in a co nditio n • 
bo rdering clo sely upo n Imbecility and 
calling fo r co nstant and patient care < 
o f a character their busy parents are 
unable to giv e them. 
It is pro po sed 
that these children In many cases shall 
be sent to the institutio n fo r the feeble 
minded which is to be built at Spring 
City , where the ev il can b«» co rrected 


an o peratio n o n the skull. 
There wo uld be fo und a matting to ­ 
gether o f the membranes o f the brain 
clo se to o r adhering to the skull in 
such cases usually , 
if the surgeo ns 
were successful in lo cating where that 
co nditio n had dev elo ped—so metimes it 
dev elo ped fro m an accidental blo w—an 
o peratio n wo uld reliev e it. 
“Of co urse,” 
Dr. Burtenshaw 
re­ 
marked, "the wo rk at present is tenta­ 
tiv e am! in a way ex perimental, but 
there hav e been definite and ho peful 
results in changing tendencies 
no t in­ 
herited.” 
Dr. W. B. No y es o f Co lumbus ho s­ 
pital, in New Yo rk, said that in certain 
cases any so rt o f an o peratio n wo uld 
so metimes stir a brain with benefit. 
“ In any case where there is a no rmal 
defect which may be due to an o bvio us 
In ju r y to the head, it is well reco gnized 
that it is go o d surgery to o perate. 
If 
there is a depressio n o f the skull o r 
o ther indicatio n which might bear re­ 
latio n to the criminal tendency o r the 
weakmindeduess present in the patient 
an o peratio n is justified, but scarcely 
o therwise." 
Dr. Co err o f Ro o sevelt ho spital, in 
New Yo rk, said that the Philadelphia 
o peratio ns were interesting and the re­ 
sults wo uld be no ted, 
“ As to o peratio ns o n the brain fo r the 
purpo se o f co rrecting criminal 
instinct, 
we believe as a rule that it is all ro t 
and partakes o f chicanery . We canno t 
create a new man o r change the par­ 
ticular character o f an individual’s 
brain. As to the o peratio ns o n the ey es 
and o ther parts o f the bo dy , we deal 
with a purely phy sio lo gical quesdin 
and kno w that results may be acco m­ 
plished. 
“ Ey e strain may cause a tendency to 
crime, and pro per treatment may co r­ 
rect it. 
Phy sical 
co nditio ns o ften 
pro mpt bad mental co nditio ns, and 
these are po ssible o f being co rrected in 
a legitimate and scientific manner. Be­ 
y o nd that we do no t kno w much abo ut 
curing criminal Instinct fro m a medical 
o r surgical po int o f view. 
“Great pro gress has been made in the 
study o f the brain, but no t in the sense 
o f co rrecting the criminal instinct. 
Neuro lo gists hav e as a rule had ample 
o ppo rtunity to study the brains o f crim­ 
inals and o f igno rant perso ns, and o f 
recent y ear» « educated perso ns hav e 
willed their brains in the Interest o f 
science. 
All the ex aminatio ns made, 
ho wev er, rev eal but little difference 
between brains o f igno rant o r criminal 
men and tho se o f educated men. 
In 
o ne instance a po rtio n o f an educated 


with the mast o r y ard so built will no t 
bring it do wn o r do mo re than destro y 
a part o f the suppo rt. 
This is a new 
feature in battleship co nstructio n and 
is understo o d to be ado pted fro m fo r­ 
eign v essels which are no w building. 
It will intro duce the principle o f pre­ 
senting to the enemy as little o f a tar­ 
get as po ssible.

Shak espeare had deep gray 
ey es 
which were rem ark able for tlielr near 
approach to blue. 
Up to the ieath of 
the poet the original color remained 
Lord By ron bad tile gray ay e )f the 
poet. 
Coleridge also had gray ey e* 
but, lik e Shak espeare and By ron, the 
gray was at times, and under mental

By ron tell* of his beautiful changeable 
gray ey es as one of the chief charac­ 
teristic features of his phy siognomy 
The ey e of Coleridge w ah of a greenish 
gray .
